IMPRESSIONS OF THE CAMPAIGN 


By Emrys Hughes, M.P. 
J WANDERED about Germany during the last fortnight of the election 
campaign, travelling by bus and in third-class raihway carriages, Isten- 


ing to people talking and wondering 


I went down to Munich by way of Frank- 
furt and then back to Nuremberg, to the 
Rhine and the Ruhr. I went to meetings and 
studicd the posters and read the leaflets. 


It was an intensely interesting experience. 
For the Germans were going to vote to decide 
who should be returned to power for the next 
four years, four momentous years in which 
Germany may be allowed to settle down in 
peace or once again go the way of rearma- 
ment and war. During the Jast four years I 
have been several times in Berlin but not in 
Western Germany.

After the German 
Elections 


MHE German elections have resulted in 
the strengthening of Dr, Adenauer’s 
power. 


Outside observers, including ourselves, tend 
naturally--like Mr, Dulles--to appraise the 
result from the slandpoint of their estimate 
of its effect on world politics. We should 
have preferred to see Mr, Ollenhauer and 
his Social Democratic Party in a majority as 
the only immediate practical alternative, 


It must be remembered, however, that the 
German vote will not to any considerable 
extent have been recorded on issues of world 
politics. 


~ A desire for an carly end to an alien occu- 
ation will naturally be there, but there will 
fave been a complex of considerations and 
interests that will have influenced the Ger- 
man people at the polls. 


There might have been some difference had 
the sources of information in Federal 
Germany been more free, for although we 
have no doubt that there is a great deal more 
freedom of opirion in West Germany than 
there is in Bast Germany, we are nevertheless 
convinced that a great deal of control and 
suppression is exercised with the help of the 
Occupying Powers. 


Then there was the fairly obvious calcula- 
tion that the best way to ensure the continua- 
tion of American financial assistance in gener- 
ous measure was to please the Americans at 
the polls. 


Beyond these facts, however, we believe it 
should be recognised that there is a retro- 
cession from Social democratic conceptions. 
It is coming to be perceived that whatever 
these conceptions may lead to in the social 
order if is not something that can with any 
fitness be called social democracy. 


* 


We write before a reply has been received 
to the Western invitation to Russia ta_ dis- 
cuss the questions of Germany and Austria in 
conjunction at Lugano in October. In view 
of the result of the clection, however, it is 4 
matter for satisfaction that this note makes 
i considerable advance on the earlier Western 
communications. It is businesslike and it is 
mich more consonant with the tone of the 
Russian communications since the inception 
of the Malenkov regime. 


The Russian Government in recent months 
has taken a number of steps to make the 
occupation, as administered by Russia, bear 
much less hardly upon Austria than it did 
under the Stalin regime, but it has consistently 
made it evident that it is not prepared to 
negotiate an Austrian Peace Treaty in isola. 
tion from the general European situation. The 
new Western note now accepts that point of 
view, 


* 


Hitherto the position of the Western Powers 
in regard to Europe has been quite crudely 
one-sided. They have been saying to the Rus- 
sians: ‘We are both agreed that there shall 
be German unity again. Well, Tet us settle 
on that basis. We propose in any case to 
tearm Western Germany and associate it with 
the military system of the Western Powers. 
Let us arrange a peace treaty by which a 
unified Germany will be provided for. We 
will then see to the arming of East Germany 
as well as West, and we shall then associate 
the whole of Germany with the Western mili- 
Jary system. You have nothing to be afraid 
of because the Western military system is for 
defence only, and when East Germany has 
heen rearmed by us and made part of that 
system everybody will know that her arms 
will be used only for defence aiso.” 


We can judge of how reasonable this pro- 
position appears to Russia if we consider what 
would be our own reaction to a reverse sug- 
gestion that there should be German unity 
under the Grotewohl Government with a 
similar corollary that a unified and rearmed 
Germany should be associated with the Rus- 
sian “defence” system.

The West have been demanding a “ gesture ” 
from the Hast, and they have looked for this 
gesture pre-eminently in an Austrian treaty. 
The Austrian people, however, like the people 
of Germany and the people of Korea, are the 
victims of a power struggle, The occupation 
of their country happens to provide certain 
straiegic advantages for the Eastern Powers, 
The presence of Russian troops in Eastern 
Austria justifies in addition the presence of 
Russian troops in Hungary and Roumania in 
order to safeguard the lines of communica- 
ton. Looked at in military terms this factor 
ia a useful counterpart to the military control 
ao largely exercised by the USA over Western 
Europe, 


If these issues could be setded with only 
the welfare of the people most cancerned as 
the main consideration, and without regard 
to the isgucs of military power involved, it 
would be a natural thing to handle the Aus-

A. correspondence on the subject has been 
going on between the “ Defence" Sceretary, 
Charies Wilson, and President) Eisenhower. 
Reductions are being urged by the President 
and resisted by the Defence Secretary. 


If the case for the reducitions is finally 
accepted, which is exceedingly unlikely, the 
US military budget will then be the equiva- 
lent of £10,000,000,000, or substantially the 
same as the actual budget of the USSR. 


As we have indicated, however, it is very 
unlikely that the US military budget will be 
cut down to this figure. One com- 
mentator on the subject grieves that such a 
small sun * will not permit any kind of real 
defence against the stcadily growing Soviet 
air-atomic capability.” 


The population of the USA (a country with 
no frontier fortifications to maintain), it should 
be noted is 160 millions; that of the USSR 
is approximately 200 millions. 


Dulles dictates 


MR. FOSTER DULLES goes from one 
1 i ire 
irresponsibility to another. 


There can seldom have been a more unfor- 
tunate statement from a prominent Govern- 
ment official than that in which the US 
Secretary of State pronounced on the desira- 
bility of Dr. Adenauer’s return in the German 
election. 


The fact that it was made in reply to a ques- 
tion at his Press conference provides no 
excuse for his expressing the view that the 
failure of the German people to return Dr. 
Adenauer would have disastrous effects upon 
the reunification of Germany. 


We are glad that a large section of the US 
Press criticised such blatant interference in 
the domestic affairs of another country. 


What would Mr. Dulles have said if, 
during the recent American presidential clec- 
tion, Mr. Eden had expressed a preference on 
the part of the British Government for any of 
the candidates? 


Perhaps Mr. Dulles is acting on the assump- 
tion that Germany is so committed to US 
policy ag to make it quite proper for the 
American Secretary of State to issue his 
instructions to the German clectorate, But it 
just won't do. 


‘There are many, both in Germany and celse- 
where, who hold the reverse opinion to that 
of Mr. Dulics, and know that a return to 
power of a coalition under Dr. Adenauer will 
inevitably mean an endorsement of Western 
policy and the integration of Western Ger- 
inany into the Western system of defence. 
That will be suflicient to make the reunifica- 
tion of Germany virtually impossible. 


But what next? 


_ There have been rumours from a quite 
influential source in Washington that President 
Kisenhower has not been satisfied with the 
way Mr. Dulles has been handling affairs, let 
alone enthusiastic about some of Ins pro- 
nouncements, and that he would take an early 
opportunity of replacing both Foster Dulles 
and Wison.

Human Rights 


FINE Convention of Human Rights, signed 

in November, 1950, by the 15 members 
of the Council of Europe, has come into 
force. 


The minimum number of signatories re- 
quired for ratification was reached by the 
adherence of Luxembourg a weck ago. 


The Convention differs from the Declara- 
tion of the UN on Human Rights in that the 
Declaration is merely an assertion of the 
general recognition of these rights, whereas 
under the Convention the signatories are now 
bound to maintain the rights which have been 
recognised as essential, 


That is an important step—but it is only 
a step--towards achieving a universal accept- 
ance of an adequate Convention, 


Only some of the essential major rights 
are at present guaranteed and then only by 
the countries who have ratified the Conven- 
tion, 


Even though the Convention is now in force, 
it cannot become really clfective until a 
majority of the signatories have made the 
formal declarations (under Article 46 of the 
Convention) binding themsclves to accept the 
jurisdiction of the Court of Human Rights 
In all matters regarding the application and 
interpretation of the Convention. 


Member governments only can submit a 
case to the Court, which will not be com- 
etent to hear a submission from any private 
Individual or organisation unless the country 
against Which a complaint is lodged concurs. 
The Court, therefore, offers no protection for 
an individual whose own government refuses 
to grant him his full rights, and it is only 
likely to be used by one government which 
desires to accuse another government of a 
breach of the Convention. 


This is obviously open to abuse for propa- 
ganda purposes in any conditions of a cold 
war, while it does not safeguard the rights of 
individual citizens. 


All who are concerned about this vital mat- 
ter should press for the full recognition of, 
and adequate protection for, ali essential 
human rights, and for the endorsement by 
their government of such rights, including a 
specific reference in the final convention to 
the nght of conscientious objection, 


African slave labour 


LST week we invited Lord Jowitt and Mr. 
: C. J. Alport, MP, to let us have their 
views on the action native South Africans 
should take if they feel they are living under 
conditions of injustice, and without having at 
their disposal the ordinary democratic means 
for giving expression to their views, which 
is surely the most important factor marking 
off the ‘free world” trom the world that is 
not free. 


The need for an honest discussion of this 
issue is underlined by an item of news that 
comes to us from the Cape, and by the pro- 
posals contained in the South African Gov- 
ernment’s new Native Labour Bill. 


The Cape Times reports that last month 23 
native workers of the Union Tin Mine at 
Doornhock fell that they had grievances. As 
a Co a ee: they struck work and refused 
to complete the shift. 


In response to this action Sergeant Groene- 
wald was called to the mine and he ordered 
the men to return to work. They refused 
and were then arrested. The leader was fined 
£10, or 40 days’ imprisonment, 13 were fined 
£5, or 30 days, and the remaining nine (aged 
between 18 and 20) were sentenced to “eight 
cuts cach with a light cane to be administered 
under medical supervision,”

tion of human righta under which black South 
Africans have to live is very different from 
the assumptions made as to workers’ rights 
in this country.

The new Germany 


Much has been done to build new factories 
and new houses. In the centre of the big 
towns progress hias been spectacular, There 
are new sky-serapers, shops, banks, offices, and 
the tiams, buses and railways are ranning 
again. ‘The people no longer look starved, 
there are bright clothes and the shop windows 
and big sferes are lull of consumption goods. 
How the people who come over from Berlin 
envy their fellow countrymen in the Western 
Zone, 

Of course you cannot just sum up what a 
country is like by the shops in the main 
streets. You rust look behind and then you 
sce the streets and streets of burned out ruins 
that have yet to be rebuilt and realise that 
Civmmany necds another 20 years at least to 
repair all (he bomb damage of the last war. 


The concern of the West 


Hlow ironic it is to think that the main 
preoccupation of the leaders of the West is 
in finding ways and means of getung Ger- 
niany rearmed again. 

That bas been the main Interest of the 
West in the German elections, Enormous 
siiny Of money have heen spent to secure 
De. Adenaver's return to power again, For 
he is committed up to the neck in the 
phos for German rearmament und he has 
promised to provide 12 new divisions for 
the Western armies. 

That explained why Mr. Foster Dulles was 
so anxious to see Dr. Adenauer back again, 
The British have supplied all the men they 
can, the French ave a doubtfol uantity, and 
they are bogged down in Indo-China, 

But Germany! The Germans, say the mili- 
tary gentlemen in Washinglon, know how to 
fight and how to organise and they can supply 
the conscripts. Yet it was the same military 
gentlemen and their politicians who kept on 
shouting for the unconditional surrender of 
Germany less than ten years ago and bombed 
the German cities and towns into ruin and 
rubble until they won the war. 


Behind Adenauer 

Who is lined up behind Adenauer in Ger- 
many? 

Vhe industrialists of the Ruhr, whose pre- 
decessors financed Hither and the Nazis, are 
behind him to a man. So are the generals 
of the old armics and the old officer class, 
who would like to get back their jobs and 
prestige. 

Then there is the Roman Catholic Church. 
Dr, Adenauver’a party calle itself the Christian 
Democratic Union. J doubt whether it is 
really any more Christian or democratic than 
Hitler's party was truly national or socialist. 
It stresses the word Christian on every occa- 
sign. 

But ts it Christlin to call for big new 
ariules, and tanks and bombers und all the 
paraphernalia of modem war? 


Inside and outside Catholic Churches in the 
Ruhr £ saw posters which read “ Christ calls 
on you to vate for the Christian candidates 
and the Christian parties for a Christian Ger- 
many.” 

But Dr. Adenauer has organised propaganda 
for Protestants, too, | was given leaflets with 
a manifesto signed by 20 leading members of 
the Fivangelical Church. They are in favour 
of reacmament, too, 


The Socialists 


The Social Democratic Party of Germany 
is the official opposition to Dr. Adenauer and 
has been severely critical of his foreign policy 
and his promises to the West. But the oficial 
Jeadership of the SPD has not been very 
clear as to where it slandy on rearmament.

{ wish the German socialists had come 
out boldly and unequivocally for a Germany 
which would remain disarmed and neutral, 
pledged against rearmament, and determined 
that Germany would resist uny attempt at 
being made into a anilitary power again and 
would not trust to big armies and the atom 
bomb for security for her people. 


For the mood of the German people is 
pacifist, and definitely anti-war, They have 
vid enough and koow that in another war 
they would be the cockpit, the battleground, 
the Korea of Europe and all that that would 
mean. 


The German Social Democrat Jeaders 
should bave taken as strong a line against 
rearmament as Dr, Heineman and his little 
party did. 

Vhe SPD were liule better at the end of 
the campaign than at the beginning. Like 
the British Labour Party the German SPD 
must come out against rearmament and con- 
scription if it is going to make an appeal to 
the younger generation, and save it from 
another war, 


Wanted—a neutral Germany 


Mr. Foster Dulles’ speech did more than 
anything else to make it clear to German 
Socialists that they have nothing to gain by 
playing with rearmament. The clearest headed 
German Socialists know that a new Welr- 
macht ends in an authoritative regime which 
will again tead them into dangerous policies, 
the end of which is war. 

A neutral Germany which is not prepared 
to sacrifice its youth to a military machine 
or to divert its national energics away from 
the task of reconstruction into arms produc- 
tion is what is needed in the interests of 
Germany, Europe and the rest of the world.

(JO reconcile war with the teachings of 

Jesus is a dilemma which the 
churches of Christendom, whether they 
be subordinated to the State or not, have 
signally failed to solve. 


ft is not the first time that His Grace of 
York has expressed his horror at the indiscri- 
minate slaughter of human beings which, 
through the discoveries of science, has become 
part of the technique of modern war. 


Nor is it the first time that he has based 
his objection upon the grounds that it is a 
sin against God (o treat those whom He loves 
as though they were “ worthless flies.” 


That the idea of mass killing is repulsive 
can be casily understood, but if it is a doc- 
trine of Christian belief that each individual 
ig made in the image of God, it seems a little 
odd, to say the least of it, to object only if 
they are killed in large numbers at the same 
time, and not to object if they are killed 
individually. 


This, by implication, seems to mean thai so 
long as men are killed neatly, one by one, on 
a battlefield or on the seas there is no viola- 
tion of the divine image, Yet, as he is mowed 
down, or mows down athers with machine 
guns or tanks; as he burns or is burned by 
flame-throwers and napalm bombs; as he 
launches a torpedo or is blown to pieces by 
one, the life of the soldier or sailor is cer- 
tainly of ne more account than a fly.

The use of indiscriminate killing has been 
justified on the grounds of “ defence,” and 
Dr. Garbett supports this contention by call- 
ing the instruments that he abhors, “ effective 
weapons of defence.” He can scarcely mean 
effective in saving the lives of “ those whom 
God loves,” though he may, of course, mean 
cffective in deterring the enemy.

NeEws has reached us of the death of Walter 
4% Hird, of Sheffield, and many older pacifists 
will send their sympathy to his wife, Alice 
Bird. 


Walter Bird, writes a correspondent, was a 
man of sincere conviction, a conscientious 
objector in the First World War, during which 
he served a long time in prison, and he was 
an easly member of the Fellowship of Recon- 
ciliation and the No Conscription Fellowship. 
After that war and throughout the Second 
World War he remained an active worker for 
the cause. He was an individual member of 
the No More War Movement from its incep- 
tion and when the opportunity came and a 
Sheffield Branch of the NMWM _ was formed, 
he and his wifo were founder members. He 
was an early (treasurer and ster, for some 
years, Chairman of the Branch, and he 
Temained on ifs committce until the Move- 
ment merged with the Peace Pledge Union, 
which of course he had joined.
